Edmonton 
hit with blast 
of arctic air 


Deep freeze. Cold 
temperatures break 
water mains across city 
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Edmontonians were hit with 
a deep freeze Sunday as cold 
temperatures led to wind 
chill warnings and broke 
water mains across the city. 

The mercuiy plunged as 
low as -29C Sunday mor¬ 
ning, prompting the wind 
chill warning, because ex¬ 
posed skin could experience 
frostbite within minutes. 

Environment Canada 
issued the warning late Sat¬ 
urday and lifted the warn¬ 
ing early Sunday morning as 
temperatures started to rise. 

Tim LeRiche, with EPCOR, 


said they experienced nine 
water-main breaks on Sun¬ 
day, likely because of the low 
temperatures. 

“When we get a sudden 
plunge in temperature or a 
sudden rise in temperature, 
either way, we can see a spate 
of them all at once,” he said. 

LeRiche stressed that 
the number of water-main 
breaks has been going down 
as the company has con¬ 
tinued to replace older infra¬ 
structure. 

“EPCOR has been veiy pru¬ 
dently and veiy responsibly 
replacing the cast-iron mains 
that were installed after the 
war,” he said. 

LeRiche said they hoped 
to repair the broken pipes 
as quickly as possible, but 
asked for patience as crews 
worked through the diffi¬ 
cult conditions. 

“We sent our first guys 


at about 3 a.m. We have six 
crews working, every crew 
that is available,” he said. 
“We will do everything we 
can to get the water restored 
as soon as safely possible.” 

Alberta’s power supply 
was handling the deep freeze 
comfortably Sunday. Despite 
the high demand, the prov¬ 
ince’s power providers were 
all up and running. 

“Right now we have 
pretty much a full fleet of 
generators available to us, 
so luckily there are no con¬ 
cerns right now,” said Dawn 
Delaney, a spokesperson for 
the Alberta Electric System 
Operator. 

Delaney said they don’t see 
any problems coming forward 
especially as temperatures are 
expected to warm up. 

“We’re forecasting that 
we’ll continue to be in good 
shape,” she said.

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All set for 
debt. Alta, 
legislature 
gets back 
to business 

Alberta politicians return 
to work Monday at the 
legislature to resume what is 
becoming an annual political- 
existential debate over the 
definition of debt. 

If last year’s budget and 
last week’s third-quarter 
budget update are any indica¬ 
tion, the only constant will 
be confusion on how to get 
to the bottom of the bottom 
line on how much Alberta 
owes. 

In last Wednesday’s 
third-quarter update for the 
current budget year, Finance 
Minister Doug Homer an¬ 
nounced the operational side 
was a $1.4 billion surplus, 
while the capital side was 
$8.5 billion in the hole. 

But he noted there will 
be $4.6 billion in a rainy-day 
savings account and $17.3 
billion in the long-term Herit¬ 
age Savings Trust Fund. 

“Alberta is in a good finan¬ 
cial position right now,” said 
Horner. 

The government pegged 
the consolidated debt 
number for this year at $335 
million in the red, while 
opposition critics and the 
watchdog Canadian Taxpay¬ 
ers Federation pegged it at 
$3.5 billion. 

Further clouding the issue 
is the government’s insist¬ 
ence that the debt is not tme 
debt, but rather an invest¬ 
ment, like a mortgage. 

“As a typical Albertan. 

I pay for my groceries and 
I don’t borrow to do that. 

I have a mortgage on my 
house and that’s what we’ve 
got on infrastructure,” Alison

Warehouse stabbing 
victims remembered 


Families ‘devastated.’ 

Friends, family mourn 
the loss of their loved 
ones as the accused is 
scheduled to appear 
in court on Monday 
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“Music was his life, and reg¬ 
gae music was his soul.” 

That’s how Patricia Harris, 
daughter of Friday’s ware¬ 
house stabbing victim Fitzroy 
G. Harris, described the man 
in an emailed statement to 
media. 

Harris was one of two 


victims who were fatally 
stabbed at a west Edmon¬ 
ton Loblaws warehouse Fri¬ 
day, when police believe a 
fellow warehouse employee 
entered a large food stor¬ 
ing and shipping facility and 
stabbed six other men around 
2 p.m. Police confirmed that 
two workers died and four 
were injured in the “ram¬ 
page.” 

“Our family, in addition to 
the primaiy six family mem¬ 
bers involved ... will never be 
the same,” said the daughter. 

Mariama Bah, friend of Fri¬ 
day’s second victim Thierno 
Bah, said the 41-year-old was 
a “veiy calm” individual. 

Bah, a francophone who 
was part of a local Guinea as¬ 
sociation, was not someone 


who caused trouble, said his 
friend Saturday morning. 

“He was a serious guy who 
didn’t cause any problems, 
very calm,” said Mariama in 
a translated French interview. 

Police say Bah died while 
being transported in the 
ambulance. 

“As to be expected, their 
families are devastated that 
their loved ones could go to 
work and then never come 
home,” said EPS Staff Sgt. Bill 
Clark. 

Four other men were 
taken from the warehouse 
with varying degrees of injur¬ 
ies, including one man who 
was “in veiy serious condi¬ 
tion,” according to Clark. The 
man has since been stabilized 
and is expected to survive,

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City doesn’t see downtown 
arena as traffic headache 


Busy street. 104th 
Avenue currently 
busiest roadway in 
downtown 
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When the downtown arena 
opens for business, the city 
is confident the only tie-ups 
will be in the neutral zone 
on the ice and not in traffic 
on nearby streets. 

Currently, 104th Avenue, 
where the arena will be lo¬ 
cated, is one of the busiest 
streets in the downtown 
with approximately 30,000 
vehicles using the stretch 
every day, compared to 
around 20,000 along Jasper 
Avenue. 

In addition to the arena, 
the Royal Alberta Museum 
will open on that site as well 
as — potentially — a new 
downtown arts centre. 

Darryl Mullen, the city’s 


acting director of sustainable 
transportation, said they 
don’t anticipate either the 
arena or the museum to cre¬ 
ate major traffic problems, 
because events will happen 
after rush hour. 

“The majority of the traf¬ 
fic generated for an arena 
event will occur after this 
peak-hour period, resulting 
in an increase in spare cap¬ 
acity in the network,” he 
said. 

He added when the con¬ 
struction is completed, 104th 
Avenue will be the same road 
it is today, just with more at¬ 
tractions nearby. 

“In the downtown core, 
it’s still going to be a six-lane 
roadway and we are antici¬ 
pating no significant spikes 
in demand,” he said. 

The winter garden, which 
will extend over top of 104th 
Avenue, should also help 
prevent congestion in the 
area when it opens, Mullen 
said. 

“We anticipate that for 
an event, 65 to 75 per cent 
of the patrons going into the

facility will go through the 
winter garden,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he is concerned about the 
congestion impact during 
construction and hopes the 
city will communicate poten¬ 
tial issues. 

“You want downtown to 
still be an attractive destina¬ 
tion so you have to let people 
know where the issues are 
going to be ahead of time,” 
he said. 

Once the facility opens, 
McKeen agrees the building 
shouldn’t create too many 
problems, because there are 
lots of other ways to get to 
the rink. 

“We are running LRT right 
to the building,” he said.

McKeen said he hopes 
the city will look at two-hour 
parking or other restrictions 
to make sure residents have a 
place to park. 

Shuttleworth said looking at 
short-term fixes is a good idea, 
but he hopes the city also looks 
at the bigger issues, because 
the downtown is only going to 
continue to draw people in.

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West urges Russia to stand down

Warning that it was “on the 
brink of disaster,” Ukraine 
put its military on high alert 
Sunday and appealed for 
international help to avoid 
what it feared was the possi¬ 
bility of an invasion by Rus¬ 
sia. 

Outrage over Russia’s tac¬ 
tics mounted in world cap¬ 
itals, with U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry calling on 
President Vladimir Putin to 
pull back from “an incred¬ 
ible act of aggression.” 

Fearing that Europe’s bor¬ 
ders were being rewritten by 
force, world leaders rushed 
to find a diplomatic solution 
to the dispute. But there was 
no denying what had already 
happened on the ground: 
Russia captured the Black 
Sea peninsula on Saturday 
without firing a shot. 


Ukrainian Prime Minister 
Arseniy Yatsenyulc said there 
was no reason for Russia to 
invade Ukraine and warned 
that “we are on the brink of 
disaster.” 

“We believe that our west¬ 
ern partners and the entire 
global community will sup¬ 


port the territorial integrity 
and unity of Ukraine,” he 
said Sunday in Kyiv. 

NATO held an emergency 
meeting in Brussels, Brit¬ 
ain’s foreign minister flew 
to Kyiv to support its new 
government and the U.S., 
France and Britain debated 


the possibility of boycotting 
the next Group of Eight eco¬ 
nomic summit, being held 
in June at Sochi, the host of 
Russia’s successful Winter 
Olympics. 

On Sunday evening, the 
White House issued a joint 
statement on behalf of the 


Group of Seven saying they 
are suspending participation 
in the planning for the up¬ 
coming summit because Rus¬ 
sia’s advances in the Ukraine 
violate the “principles and 
values” on which the G7 and 
G8 operate.

South Africa. 24 -hour TV 
channel showing Oscar 
Pistorius trial goes on air 


A cable TV channel devot¬ 
ed to the Oscar Pistorius 
murder trial went on air 
in South Africa on Sunday 
night showing footage of 
the blonde model the world- 
famous athlete shot dead 
at his home a year ago. The 
video includes footage of 
her playing with dolphins. 

The 24-hour channel 
began broadcasting just 
over 12 hours before Pistor¬ 
ius was expected in court for 
the start of his trial. 

Dedicated completely to 
the trial, some of its early 
programming focused on 
the life of girlfriend Reeva 
Steenlcamp, the model and 
reality TV star Pistorius 
killed on Valentine’s Day 
last year when he fired shots 
through a toilet door at his 
house. In one video taken 
by security camera, a smil¬ 
ing Steenlcamp is seen arriv¬ 
ing at the gated community 
where Pistorius lived just 
hours before she was killed. 
There was also video of her 
swimming with dolphins 
while shooting a reality TV 
show for South African tele¬ 
vision. At one point, two 
dolphins tap their snouts on 
her cheeks. 



The channel, called The 
Oscar Pistorius Trial — A 
Carte Blanche channel, 
is on South Africa’s most 
popular cable TV network, 
which is one of the three 
broadcasters that asked the 
judge to allow live coverage 
of the trial.

As Pistorius’s trial starts 
on Monday, live television 
pictures and a live audio feed 
will be broadcast from the 
courtroom at North Gauteng 
High Court in the South Af¬ 
rican capital, Pretoria, after 
permission was granted by 
a judge. Pistorius’s lawyers 
opposed the applications to 
broadcast the trial on tele¬ 
vision and radio.

A University of Ottawa student 
union leader says an online con¬ 
versation among five students 
in which she was the target of 
sexually graphic banter shows 
that “rape culture” is prevalent 
on Canadian campuses. 

Anne-Marie Roy, 24, is go¬ 
ing public despite threats of 
legal action by four of the male 
students. Roy — who received 
a copy of the conversation via 
an anonymous email — said 
she felt compelled to speak out, 
especially since the five were 
in positions of leadership on 
campus. 

“They should be held ac¬ 
countable for those actions,” 
said Roy, who heads the Stu¬ 
dent Federation of the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa. 

The conversation — a copy 


of which was obtained by The 
Canadian Press — included 
references to sexual activities 
some of the five individuals 
wrote they would like to en¬ 
gage in with Roy, as well as sug¬ 
gestions that she suffered from 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

Roy said she received an 
emailed apology from the men, 
which emphasized that then- 
comments were never actual 
threats against her, but she felt 
the apology wasn’t enough. She 


planned to distribute copies of 
the conversation to the board of 
administration, which oversees 
the affairs of the student union, 
while asking the board to move 
a motion to “condemn” those 
involved. 

After learning of Roy’s plan, 
four of the five individuals sent 
her a letter warning her that 
the conversation was private 
and that sharing it with others 
would amount to a violation of 
their rights, the Canadian press 


London, Ont., is the serial killer 
capital of the world, a Western 
University expert claims in a 
shocking upcoming book. 

Criminology professor Mike 
Amtfield says past London 
murders point towards un¬ 
known serial killers. Between 
1960 and 1985, London had 32 
homicide victims, all of them 
women and children, in cases 
that indicate serial killers could 
be involved. 

Of those 32, 13 are at¬ 
tributed to three confirmed 
multiple murderers: Russell 
Johnson, the Balcony Killer; 
Gerald Archer, who was called 
the Chambermaid Slayer; and 
Christian McGee, known as the 
Mad Slasher. 

But Amtfield says among 
the remaining 19, there are 
finks. “We’ve identified a 
number that suggest the co¬ 
existence of two, and possibly 
three, others (serial killers) at 
that time,” he said. 

At a time when London had 
200,000 to 250,000 people, hav¬ 
ing five or six serial killers was 
a high rate — “extraordinarily 
high,” said Amtfield. 

In fact, he says it’s the high¬ 


est rate of any city, based on the 
statistics available worldwide. 

But why London? Amtfield 
says it’s complicated, but fac¬ 
tors include population demo¬ 
graphics and London’s distan¬ 
ces from other cities. Being 


near the highway is a factor, 
too. 

The full story will be re¬ 
vealed when Amtfield’s book 
is published in the coming 
months.

In the 4.5-billion history of 
Earth, 80,000 years is the 
blink of an eye. 

But in terms of human 
evolution, it has the potential 
to be a drastic shift. A team 
of archaeologists and anthro¬ 
pologists believe that length 
of time may be just how 
much earlier than previously 
thought our ancestors began 
using their brains to develop 
basic skills. It has been com¬ 
monly believed that around 
200,000 years ago, human an¬ 
cestors began to become cog¬ 
nitively “modern.” 

“That is, when did we 
begin to think in ways that are 
common for humans today 
and distinct from non-modern 
humans?” said Karl Hutch¬ 
ings, an assistant professor in 
sociology and anthropology at 
Thompson Rivers University 
in Kamloops, B.C., and a mem¬ 
ber of a team of researchers 
on a recent dig in Ethiopia.

search team speculate discov¬ 
eries at the site, known as the 
Gademotto Formation, could 
move the timetable for brain 
development to about 280,000 
years ago. 

Hutchings, however, is 
doubtful, because the new 
data would indicate a differ¬ 
ent date for the emergence of 
Homo sapiens — a group that 
includes humans and their an¬ 
cestors — and because there 
have been no sites found with 
similar tools that were used in 
that time period.

Twenty-nine people 
killed, four assailants 
shot dead by police 


Authorities on Sunday blamed 
a slashing rampage that killed 
29 people and wounded 143 
at a train station in southern 
China on separatists from the 
country’s far west. 

Police fatally shot four of 
the assailants — putting the 
overall death toll at 33 — and 
captured another after the 
attack late Saturday in Kun¬ 
ming, the capital of Yunnan 
province, the official Xinhua 
News Agency said. But au¬ 
thorities were searching for 
at least five more of the black- 
clad attackers. 

Witnesses described assail¬ 



ants dressed in black storm¬ 
ing the train station late Sat¬ 
urday evening and slashing 
people indiscriminately with 


large knives and machetes. 

State broadcaster CCTV 
said two of the assailants 
were women, including one 
of the slain and the one de¬ 
tained. 

China’s top police official, 
Politburo member Meng Jian- 
zhu, arrived in Kunming early 
Sunday, an indication of how 
seriously authorities viewed 
the attack. 

Most attacks blamed on 
Uighur separatists take place 
in the western province of 
Xinjiang, but Saturday’s as¬ 
sault happened more than 
1,500 kilometres to the south¬ 
east in Yunnan, which has not 
had a history of such unrest. 

Kunming residents ex¬ 
pressed dismay at both the 
attack and the conditions 
within China that could have 
allowed it to happen.

It’s today! The RRSP con¬ 
tribution deadline for the 
2013 tax year ends at mid¬ 
night. And here you are, 
among the more than 75 
per cent of eligible Can¬ 
adians who haven’t made 
an RRSP contribution. 

Are you going to let an¬ 
other year pass without 
capitalizing on just about 
the only tax deduction for 
working folk? Or are you 
going to tip toe over to that 
line of credit or take advan¬ 
tage of your friendly bank/ 
broker/financial adviser 
who can get you some cash 
by day’s end? 

Before you sign on the 
dotted line, here are four 
RRSP loan rules. 


Doing the math 


A $ 10,000 RRSP loan 
at 3.25 per cent, that 
generates a $4,000 refund, 
will cost about $110 in 
interest if the refund goes 
to the loan and the rest 
is paid off in one year. 
Assuming a four per cent 
rate of return, the $10,000 
will have grown to nearly 
$22,000 in 20 years. 


1. Have a taxable income 

There is no point in bor¬ 
rowing to contribute if it 
provides no tax advantage 
to offset the loan costs. 
Contribute by all means, if 
it makes sense for retire¬ 
ment planning and to carry 
the deduction forward to 
higher earning years. But 
don’t saddle yourself with 
debt to do so. 

2. Pay it back in one year 

Don’t let the fact that the 
money is going into your 
RRSP confuse things. It’s a 
debt and must be paid off. 
With just hours to go, con¬ 


sider this, if you weren’t 
able to save enough during 
the year for regular contri¬ 
butions, how are you going 
to pay off the loan over the 
next year? 

If you can’t get rid of 
the debt within the next 12 
months, think hard about 
how you will avoid being 
pulled into a cycle of debt- 
contribution-debt for future 
years. 

3. Direct the tax refund at 
the loan 

Come tax refund time 
there are always demands 
on those dollars but they 
should go to pay off the 
RRSP loan. Without fail 
every time I’ve seen the bor- 
row-to-contribute strategy 
go off the rails it starts with 
the failure to use the refund 
to pay down the loan. 

4. Work on a savings plan 

Let’s face it. Failure to con¬ 
tribute to an RRSP means 
something is wrong with 
your financial plan. It’s 
time to butt heads with 
your budget and figure out 
why your retirement saving 
is not on track.

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BASIC INFO TOUGH TO FIND 


Well I have inadvertently led you astray Last 
week I indicated my bank would no longer be 
paying my taxes for me because the city was 
charging them a fee to do so. That is true, but 
not quite in the way it was represented to me. 

What I inferred from my conversation with my 
mortgage advisor was that this was something 
new. That is not the case. Here is what the city 
had to say on the matter: 

“The City of Edmonton charges all lending 
institutions that wish to pay their mortgagees’ 
property tax account a fee which covers the ad¬ 
ministrative costs associated with the process¬ 
ing of payments on behalf of mortgagees. The 
fee pays for the processing of a single payment 
to multiple tax accounts, maintaining mort¬ 
gage interest information on each account, and providing to 
the banks the annual tax billing information for their respect¬ 
ive accounts. (Bylaw 16474 “A Bylaw Fixing the Fees for Assess¬ 
ment and Tax Services of the City of Edmonton, Amendment 


#4”). 

“A mortgage company pays the City once a 
year with one cheque that includes a property 
tax payment for ALL accounts that this com¬ 
pany holds (it is between ten accounts min¬ 
imum to 14,751). 

“The City then takes that cheque and ap¬ 
plies the payment to each account. To absorb 
this administration of the accounts, the City 
follows a common practice in many municipal¬ 
ities across Alberta and established this fee. 
The fees are charged once a year in August 
after we have processed all payments. 

“The 2014 rates are $11.00/account for hard 
copy information and $7.50/account for elec¬ 
tronic information.” 

So there you have it. 

Apparently this bylaw has been in place for several years. It 
would appear that the new owners of my current bank have de¬ 
cided they do not want to pay the city’s fee. So they would seem

However, had I been able to talk to someone in the tax de¬ 
partment immediately, I would have written something differ¬ 
ent. 

In addition, if the city’s website wasn’t such a dog’s break¬ 
fast of useless information and PDFs, I might have been able to 
find out about bylaw 16474 all by myself. The city’s website is in 
serious need of an overhaul if it is going to be useful to someone 
looking for information about how the city is run.

While Gravity pulled off a near¬

Despite losing 
out to 12 Years a Slave, Aflonso 
Cuaron’s technological marvel 
was the clear leader, dominat¬ 
ing the show with wins for 
directing, cinematography and 
editing, among others. David 
0. Russell’s American Hustle, 
by contrast, was completely 
shut out. 

With many of the main cat¬ 
egories considered a foregone 
conclusion after a lengthy 
awards season that pushed 
freshly minted Oscar winners 
Matthew McConaughey, Jared 
Leto and Cate Blanchett to the 
front of the pack, all eyes were 
on the few remaining categor¬ 
ies left up in the air, including 
best supporting actress. In that 
race, Lupita Nyong’o (12 Years 


a Slave) bested closest rival Jen¬ 
nifer Lawrence (American Hus¬ 
tle), earning an Oscar for her 
first film role. “It doesn’t es¬ 
cape me for one minute that so 
much joy in my life is because 
of so much pain in someone 
else’s,” Nyong’o said in an tear- 
filled, emotional acceptance 
speech. “When I look down at 
this golden statue, may it re¬ 
mind me and every little child 
that no matter where you’re 
from your dreams are valid.” 

As for Leto, the first-time 
nominee kicked off the night 
with an expected win for his 
portrayal of transgender AIDS 
patient Rayon in Dallas Buyers 
Club. Leto honoured his moth¬ 
er while accepting his award. 
“Thank you for teaching me 
to dream,” he told her from 


the stage. “To all the dream¬ 
ers out there watching around 
the world in places like the 
Ukraine and Venezuela, I want 
to say that we are here.... We’re 
thinldng of you tonight.” 

Host Ellen DeGeneres, re¬ 
turning to the job after lead¬ 
ing the show in 2007, took the 
torch from Seth MacFarlane 
and promised a ceremony 
with less song-and-dance and 
less controversy. She kicked 
off the show in a sparkly blue 
tuxedo and a joke about the 
inclement weather in Los An¬ 
geles last week. “We’re fine,” 
she assured the audience. She 
also attempted to reassure 
the nominees that it wasn’t 
about the competition. “Who 
are we kidding? It’s the Hun¬ 
ger Games,” she soon admit-

And 
Johnny Depp’s disappoint¬ 
ing The Lone Ranger was 
named worst remake, rip-off 
or sequel, making it the 
only Oscar-nominated film 
(for best makeup) to win a 
Razzie this year.

This is Spinal Tap.

When mock roclc-doc This 
Is Spinal Tap landed in the¬ 
atres 30 years ago on March 
2, the comedy about a band 
of thick-witted British 
metal heads didn’t appear 
destined to be a hit, admits 
co-star Michael McKean, 
who played vapidly narcis¬ 
sistic singer David St. Hub- 
bins. 

“When it opened it 
wasn’t successful, and it 
wasn’t until home video 
really made it a famous 
movie, which was a few 
years later,” said McK¬ 
ean, 66, now co-starring 
on Broadway as FBI chief 
J. Edgar Hoover opposite 
Breaking Bad star Bryan 
Cranston’s Lyndon Johnson 
in the political drama All 
the Way. 

“It’s become one of the 
top-ranking, top-selling, 
top-viewed older comed¬ 
ies,” said McKean of Spinal 
Tap, which is a pop culture 
mainstay with memorable 
quotes, including guitarist 
Nigel Tufnel’s (Christopher 
Guest) brag that his amp 
powers up all the way “to 
11 .” 

“It doesn’t seem like that 
long ago, but then again, it

Jennifer Coolidge, Fred Wil¬ 
lard and Jane Lynch. 

McKean is playing a far 
more serious role in All the 
Way, a return to Broadway 
after roles in The Home¬ 
coming and Gore Vidal’s 
The Best Man. 

“I’ve played humourless 
people before but it’s usu¬ 
ally to a humorous effect,” 
said McKean of taking on 
the challenge of playing the 
secretive Hoover, who used 
his bureau power to threat¬ 
en, intimidate, eavesdrop 
and spy. 

Robert Schenlclcan’s play 
All the Way follows LBJ 
from President John Ken¬ 
nedy’s 1963 assassination 
to Johnson’s 1964 presiden¬ 
tial election. It’s a huge role 
for Cranston, who is on¬ 
stage for almost the entire 
play. It’s also his Broadway 
debut. 

“I tried to stay on story 
with Hoover, who thought 
he was saving the world 
from communism, al¬ 
though he was doing it with 
duplicity and lying about 
people’s past,” said McK¬ 
ean, adding the play covers 
“a remarkable time in his¬ 
tory” in chronicling John¬ 
son’s determination to pass 
the Civil Rights Act into 
law. 

The play also stars Bran¬ 
don J. Dirden as Martin Lu¬ 
ther King Jr. “I don’t do a lot 
of the heavy lifting in this 
show,” said McKean. 

“Bryan’s part is about 
the size of (King) Lear, and 
Brandon as Martin Luther 
King, his part is nearly as 
big. Me, I just come in and 
louse everything up.”

People are under the impres¬ 
sion that I hate credit cards. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. I actually use my 
credit card for most of my pur¬ 
chases. What I hate is the idea 
of paying interest. I NEVER 
buy anything for which I do 
not already have the money 
set aside, so the balance is paid 
off in full eveiy month. 

Not having a credit card 
often means not having a 
credit histoiy: The file that 
shows how you are at manag¬ 
ing credit. This is something 
we usually associate with 
older, widowed women who 
have been cared for by loving, 
controlling spouses. But not 
having a credit histoiy isn’t 
the domain on slightly out-of- 
touch women; there are men 
out there who haven’t got a 
clue because their wives do 
eveiything. And it isn’t the ex¬ 
clusive territory of our elders; 
there are young professionals 
who haven’t bothered to estab¬ 
lish their own credit identities. 

Everyone needs to have the 
ability to borrow money. Re¬ 
gardless of how you use credit, 
to get it you need to have a 
histoiy to prove you can use 


it responsibly. And the fastest, 
cheapest and easiest way to es¬ 
tablish a credit histoiy is with 
a credit card. 

If you have no credit his¬ 
toiy at all — or you’ve de¬ 
stroyed your credit histoiy and 
need to rebuild from scratch 
— you’ll need to have suffi¬ 
cient assets to secure your first 
foray into credit. Most people 
overlook credit cards as an op¬ 
tion because they don’t realize 
a credit card can be secured. 

With a secured credit card, 
you put up cash to cover your 
balance. Lenders often want 
twice the credit card limit, so 


if you want a $500 credit limit 
you’ll have to ante up $1,000. 
Once you’ve established your 
ability to manage the card — 
anywhere from six months to 
a year — you can ask for the 
security requirement to be 
dropped and your deposit re¬ 
turned. 

Secured or unsecured, a 
credit card can be the cheapest 
way to build your credit file. In 
the old days, you had to take a 
loan, which you then repaid to 
establish yourself. All the while 
the interest clock was ticking. 
So you were “buying” your 
credit histoiy. With a credit 


card, you can build a credit 
record without it costing you 
a cent. That’s because credit 
cards let you use the issuer’s 
money for a specific period of 
time interest free. And as long 
as you repay the outstanding 
balance in full every month, 
you can continue to use that 
credit at no cost. What a deal! 

There are three kinds of 
credit cards; Travel and enter¬ 
tainment cards (like American 
Express, Diners Club) which 
don’t have preset spending 
Emits but which must be re¬ 
paid in full each month. Com¬ 
pany or retail store cards that 
are accepted by the issuing 
company and usually charge 
the most outrageous rates. 
And bank issued credit cards 
that let you “revolve” credit by 
paying a portion of your bal¬ 
ance each month. 


Banks do all kinds of things 
to get you to sign up for their 
cards. One of the most effect¬ 
ive tools they have are teaser 
rates; Those low interest rates 
offered as an enticement for 
you to sign up for the card 
that last for a specific period of 
time. And only for as long as 
you pay on time. Pay attention 
to the terms and the expiiy 
period, and make your pay¬ 
ments well before the due date 
so you don’t get caught when 
that low introductoiy rate sky¬ 
rockets. 

The type of credit consumer 
you are should dictate the type 
of card you have. If you find 
yourself carrying a balance, 
while you work on getting 
your balance paid off, search 
for a card with the lowest rate 
and transfer your balance to 
that new card. If you pay off 
your balance eveiy month, 
you can go with a card that has 
higher interest — who cares, 
you’re not paying interest any¬ 
way — that also offers features 
like frequent flier miles, cash 
back, or special insurance op¬ 
tions. Just make sure the pay¬ 
off is worth the price of the 
annual fee if there is one. 

Credit cards can be in¬ 
valuable when it comes to 
establishing a credit histoiy. 
Get one, charge everything, 
pay it off — all off — eveiy 
month, and in no time flat 
you’ll have a credit histoiy 
that will earn you prefer¬ 
ential rates when next you 
need to borrow money for 
something important.

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The science of survival: Near-tragedy 
leads teen to help find gene mutation 



Fight back with facts. 

After battling a rare liver 
cancer, NYC high-school 
student applies her 
computer science skills 
to analyzing tumours 


First the teenager survived a 
rare cancer. Then she wanted 
to study it, spurring a study 
that helped scientists find a 
weird gene flaw that might 
play a role in how the tumour 
strikes. 

Age 18 is quite young to be 
listed as an author of a study 
in the prestigious journal 
Science. But the industrious 
high school student’s efforts 
are bringing new attention to 
this mysterious disease. 

“It’s crazy that I’ve been 
able to do this,” said Elana 
Simon of New York City, de¬ 
scribing her idea to study the 
extremely rare form of liver 
cancer that mostly hits ado¬ 
lescents and young adults. 

Making that idea work re¬ 
quired a lot of help from real 
scientists: Her father, who 
runs a cellular biophysics lab 
at the Rockefeller University; 
her surgeon at Memorial 
Sloan Kettering Cancer Cen¬ 
ter; and gene specialists at the 
New York Genome Center. 

A second survivor of this 
cancer, who the journal said 
didn’t want to be identified, 
also co-authored the study. 


Together, the team re¬ 
ported Thursday that they 
uncovered an oddity: A break 
in genetic material that left 
the “head” of one gene fused 
to the “body” of another. 


That results in an abnor¬ 
mal protein that forms inside 
the tumours but not in nor¬ 
mal liver tissue, suggesting it 
might fuel cancer growth, the 
researchers wrote. They’ve 


found the evidence in all 15 
of the tumours tested so far. 

It’s a small study, and 
more research is needed to 
see what this gene flaw really 
does, cautioned Dr. Sanford 


Things just got personal 


The research project 
prompted by Elana Simon 
has grown into work to get 
more patients involved in 
scientific research. 


• Scientists at the National 
Institutes of Health are 
advising the Simons on 
how to set up a patient 
registry, and NIH's Office 
of Rare Diseases Re¬ 
search has posted on its 
website a YouTube video 
in which Elana Simon 
and a fellow survivor ex¬ 
plain why it's important 
get involved. 


• "Fibrolamellar Hepato¬ 
cellular Carcinoma. Not 
easy to pronounce. Not 
easily understood,” it 
says. 


Simon, the teen’s father and 
the study’s senior author. 

Simon was diagnosed at 
age 12. Surgeiy is the only ef¬ 
fective treatment, and her tu¬ 
mour was caught in time that 
it worked. But there are few 
options if the cancer spreads, 
and Simon knows other pa¬ 
tients who weren’t so lucky. 

A high school internship 
during her sophomore year 
let Simon use her computer 
science skills to help research¬ 
ers sort data on genetic muta¬ 


tions in a laboratory studying 
another type of cancer. 

Simon wondered, why not 
tiy the same approach with 
the liver cancer she’d sur¬ 
vived? 

The hurdle: Finding 
enough tumours to test. 
Only about 200 people a year 
worldwide are diagnosed, ac¬ 
cording to the Fibrolamellar 
Cancer Foundation, which 
helped fund the new study. 
There was no registiy that 
kept tissue samples after sur¬ 
gery. 

But Simon’s pediatric can¬ 
cer surgeon, Sloan-Kettering’s 
Dr. Michael LaQuaglia, agreed 
to help, and Simon spread 
the word to patient groups. 
Finally, samples trickled in, 
and Sanford Simon said his 
daughter was back on the 
computer helping to analyze 
what was different in the tu¬ 
mour cells. 

At the collaborating New 
York Genome Center, which 
genetically mapped the sam¬ 
ples, co-author Nicolas Robine 
said a program called Fusion- 
Catcher ultimately zeroed in 
on the weird mutation. 

Sanford Simon said other 
researchers then conducted 
laboratoiy experiments to 
show the abnormal protein 
really is active inside tumour 
cells. He calls it “an excit¬ 
ing time for kids to go into 
science,” because there’s so 
much they can research via 
computer, the associated press

When taking on a new 
project we define our own 
benchmark of success. 

After unexpectedly winning 
the 2010 Atacama Cross¬ 
ing in the team categoiy, I 
returned to the Sahara Race 
to tiy to repeat. Our success 
would be defined by one 


word: winning. As things 
would unfold, however, we 
placed second and I would 
need to reframe the experi¬ 
ence to another positive 
outcome. 

On Day 1 we trailed the 
Spaniards, Day 2 we led, and 
by Day 4 we lagged behind 
the Italians by 35 minutes. 


On Day 5, the race consisted 
of a double marathon (90 
kilometres), a distance long 
enough to make up the 
time. Our plan was to attack 
at the 55-lcilometre mark. 

At that point, we repeat¬ 
edly attacked and ran inches 
from each other without 
speaking for what seemed 


like an eternity, ultim¬ 
ately concluding the Italians 
weren’t going to break. We 
conceded the overall race 
and agreed to finish the 
double marathon together, 
and the race shifted from 
adversarial to full-on col¬ 
laboration, helping each 
other reach the finish line. 


No longer competing for the 
win, we openly shared all 
our race tactics as well as 
our training secrets. I had 
been training with a mask- 
based hypoxicator system 
where the barometric pres¬

Not only did the newcom¬ 
ers to the event compete hard, 


posting excellent scores in 
technique and quality, or¬ 
ganizers announced some 
hours after the event that the 
women’s first-place winner, 
Celia Perez of V. Sattui Win- 
eiy, had the highest scores for 
both men and women. 

Talk about a dazzling 
debut.

Senators rookie Cody Ceci is 
trying to help his team by help¬ 
ing his own cause.

Sabres forward Drew Stafford 
has witnessed plenty of turmoil 
during his eight seasons in Buf¬ 
falo. 

Following Stafford’s rookie 
season in 2007, the Sabres lost 
co-captains Chris Drury and 
Danny Briere to free agency. 
Last year, long-time coach Lindy 
Ruff was fired. 

What occurred during a 
24-hour stretch this weekend 
has become the topper, leav¬ 
ing Stafford shaking his head 
in disbelief after returning to 
practice Sunday.
